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Getting a sound engineer 


One of the great mysteries of the 
music industry is the transmission 
of musicians’ notes to listeners’ 
ears. This transmission takes two 
forms: live and recorded. In either 
case, a tremendous amount of 
technical equipment and personnel 
is required to do the job. Not surpris- 
ingly, there are many people out 
there ready to provide such services, 
and in the process, lighten your 
wallet. The latest Yellow Pages 
reveals no less than 47 sound 
system companies and 48 recording 
services. Although many of these 
would not be of use to a band, on 
f rst glance it all seems bewildering. 
In this four-part series, | will attempt 
to sort out for the average musician 
exactly what is going on in Montreal 
as far as PAs, recording studios, and 


the attendant people are concerned. 
Questions and comments are 
welcome. 

Sound is a subjective matter. 
There are no rules cast in stone. It 
can vary widely in both the price you 
pay, and the quality you get. The bot- 
tom line is how it sounds to you and 
your audience. Trust your fans: if 
they say your last gig sounded shit- 
ty, Or your record isn’t clear, then 
you’ve wasted some money. 

A sound system is 50% equip- 
ment, 50% the guy who runs it. (Note 
the distinction between the terms 
‘audio engineer’ and ‘sound man’!) 
Bands should latch on to one in- 
dividual to do their sound. This is so 
he can learn the songs, and con- 
tribute artistically to them via the 
sound system. This also avoids sur-

After such early hits as / Ran (So Far Away), Wishing, 
Space Age Love Affair and Telecommunication, A Flock of 
Seagulls have become one of the few bands to survive of 
the many who came out in the early Eighties under the 
banner of New Wave. With the release of their latest 
album The Story of a Young Heart and the single The 
More You Live The More You Love, AFOS are now headlin- 
ing a tour which will take through North America, Europe 
and Australia. Carol Anderson spoke to singer Mike Score 
after AFOS’ October 19th show at the Paladium. 


Articles have mentioned that AFOS 
are not as popular in your hometown 
of Liverpool as they are elsewhere. 
Why is that? 


| don’t think that’s true anymore. 
Now we can play Liverpool anytime 
and sell out any gig, but we like to 
save our hometown for special 
things like Christmas. We've sold 
about two million albums across the 
world, so | suppose we’re pretty big 
everywhere. 


With the spotlight on heavy metal 
and the trend away from. syn- 
thesizers to more guitar oriented 
rock, do you think it’s harder for a 
band like AFOS to find its audience? 


| don’t think heavy metal bands are 
selling any more albums than they 
ever did. It’s just that when the 
whole new wave thing happened, it 
took over record sales. Now it’s 
dropped back because a lot of new 
wave bands turned out not to be that 
good, so it looks like there’s a heavy 
metal resurgence. A good new wave 
band like us will always produce bet- 
ter stuff than a heavy metal band. 


Do you think the same people are 
listening to AFOS as when you first 
appeared? 


| think people have changed; they’ve 
become more mature. There seems 
to be both spectrums now. There are 
a lot of older people and we seem to 
be getting aloft of fourteen year olds. 
This is great for usybecause once 
you Can go across the board like that 
with a song, that’s when you start to 
make money. 


A lot of bands are making social and 
political statements nuclear 


disarmament is very current, war. 
Will AFOS be making its statement 
or remaining non-partisan? 


| think The Story of a Young Heart is 
a statement just by virtue of the fact 
that it’s about someone’s feelings 
rather than a world which is full of 
nuclear arms. It’s about what you 
feel inside and | think it’s a better 
statement to make. 


Do you think that pop stars exert a 
great deal of influence over their au- 
dience? 


We don’t feel responsible towards 
them. If they didn’t like us, they 
wouldn't be there. If they wanted to 
hear somebody give them a 
philosophy on the way to live, they 
would have gone to a psychiatrist or 
a politician. As musicians our 
responsibility is to write songs that 
we like and to be true in our songs. 
Responsibility is the wrong word. | 
think the word is truth, and maintain- 
ing it within your songs. 


Do you think some of the politically 
oriented bands are just being tren- 
dy? 


| suppose they write about politics 
because they haven’t got the inner 
strength to write about anything else 


AFOS came along during the birth of 
the synthesizer craze. Have ad- 
vances in technology changed the 
creative approach a great deal? 


Around the time we came out was 
when the sequencer could only go 
right on the beat like dip, dip, dip. 
Rut now a sequencer can do virtually 
inything you can play into it. So you 
can actually play into a sequencer 


prises, such as engineers who know 
what they’re doing, but have tin ears. 
What you basically need is a cons- 
cientious, competent engineer who 
knows, for example, what polar pat- 
terns are. 

A good way to find one is to go to 
gigs, and if you like what you hear, 
talking to the guy at the console. 
Ask him for references, and talk to 
the bands. If you like him, but he’s 
not available (or too expensive), ask 
him to recommend someone. The 
average price per night is $50-$100. 
With a little work on your part, you 
can find, and keep, the engineer of 
your dreams. Just remember, 
engineering is every bit as hard as 
playing music. A little mutual 


respect goes a long way.

How has AFOS changed as a band 
since your first album? 


We're more confident now. We’re 
more open. We’ve learnt a lot more 
about the music. | was twenty-two 
when | decided to form a band and 
I’m thirty-one now, so I’ve had quite 
a few years to learn about the 
business. We've learnt that it 
doesn’t really matter if somebody 
slags you off. 


How much control do you have over 
the making of your albums and 
videos? 


In the year that we’ve just had off 
we’ve more or less taken control 
back to where it was when we first 
started. So we do make all our own 
decisions, it’s just that now it’s in 
conjunction with our record com- 
pany. 


How does it feel to go from opening 
for megabands like the Police to 
headlining yourself? 


To play with someone like Sting... 
well, because of his lyrics and 
music, he says what he feels and it 
comes through in the songs. He’s 
got his own style. To play on the 
same stage as him is a privilege. We 
all learnt a lot from playing with 
bands like the Police and even the 
Go-Go’s, because they’d been there. 
We were just following them and 
learning off them. | hope that AFOS 
develops the kind of integrity that 
the Police have got and that we 
maintain the quality of our music. 


What do you see A Flock of Seagulls 
doing in the near future? 


Just trying to improve what we write 
and... well, what everybody wishes 
for is a number one because it 
makes you financially secure as well 
as confident.-Just to have a hit and 
pull your own crowd does a lot for 
you. Like at the Paladium here 
tonight, there were about 2000 peo- 
ple who turned out to see me, Frank, 
Paul and Ali, and when you see them 
at the front of the stage getting 
crushed and all that, you think, 
wow... it’s just far out. 


Just when they seemed to be 
fading from memory, news of a con- 
tinuation in the series of 
Junglebashes...

Funded by 
grants and donations and often staffed 
by volunteers, community radio does not 
rely on ratings to guarantee success. 
1 Since these stations exist for a special 
purpose and are not subject to the whims 
of current radio tredns, they can cater to 
the people who created the demand in the 
first place. 

College radio is usually funded by stu- 
dent fees and/or funding drives, or 
donations, and primarily staffed by 
volunteers. It serves the student popula- 
tion and, where FM_ broadcasting 
licenses have been granted, the com- 
munity around the college or university. 
Montreal is the only major city in 
Canada that does not have a student

Con- 
cordia’s CRSG and McGill’s CFRM are 
currently vying for this privilege. 

College radio is a respected member of 
the radio trade because it does not adhere 
to the stringent programming formats of 
commercial stations. It does not have to 
wait for an artist to become well known 
or popular. In fact, it is responsible for 
breaking more new acts than commercial 
radio stations. 

Most college stations, especially in 
Canada, tend to lean towards a New 
Music format, believing that there are 
already enough rock and Top 40 stations 
in the commercial market. It was college 
stations that popularized such bands as 
Culture Club, Duran Duran and the 
Psychedelic Furs, among many others. 
In fact, commercial stations often check 
out what the college stations are playing 
to discover what stands a good chance of 
becoming a hit in the major market. 

College radio is more open to new 
ideas and often expresses ideas that 
would frighten most commercial pro- 
gram directors. College radio is a fresh 
and exciting medium that does the things 
that radio should do: it entertains 
without patronizing, offers opinions and 
insights into the events of daily life, 
serves the community for which it exists 
and above all, does not insult the in- 
telligence of its listeners.

In March 1984, Station 10 began hir- 
ing local bands performing exclusively 
their own music. For the most part, these 
bands do not have records and do not 
receive airplay, so their music is com- 
pletely unfamiliar to the public. For this 
reason, clubs featuring live music 
generally stay away from such bands, 
preferring to instead to go with the 
recognizable in the form of cover bands. 
Station 10 owner Casey Faria offered 
some insights into why he chose to em- 
bark on this rather radical booking 
policy. 


Why did you decide to go with original 
bands? 


Montreal needs the exposure to more 
original music. There aren’t too many 
bars in town that do it, so being one of 
the only bars with original bands, Station 
10 attracts a whole new crowd. 


What motivated you to try this in the 
first place? 


I had to try something different. I was 
doing Top-40 cover bands for two years, 
also prior to coming here... it was always 
the same, nothing eventful ever happen- 
ed. There are only so many ways to copy 
Joe Jackson or Led Zeppelin. After a 
while, you’re dying for the band to 
finish... As a businessman, I have the 


bottom line to look out for, but I also # 


have to spend a lot of time in the bar... 
Are you growing to enjoy the music? 


Yes. My personal tastes are more conser- 


vative, but I like the variety and most of f 
the bands are very good at what they do. ~ 


Station 10 is small, with a capacity of 75. 
From the business side and through your 
own experience, do you think a larger 
new music venue would work in Mon- 
treal? 


Definitely. I’m sure we could successful- 
ly triple the capacity, or more. And there 
probably could be several more clubs in 
town successfully working with new 
music. 


Has your management style changed 
since you switched from cover bands to 
original bandas? 


I used to do the booking myself with 
cover bands since I was familiar with the 


rhusic. Now, I’ve delegated the booking embers of the AMERICAN DEVICES on-stag 


and promotion to people with more ex- 
pertise and a different outlook. And 
that’s brought me a step closer to what’s 
happening musically in the city.
